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"Homophobia is killing us," says Gens Hellquist, 
executive director of the Canadian Rainbow 
Health Coalition (CRHC). "While the gay, 
lesbian, bisexual and transgendered (GLBT) 
community has a substantially lower life 
expectancy than other Canadians and a range of 
health issues significantly higher than the general 
population, our health care system does not 
respond well to the needs of this community," 
Hellquist added. 


The CRHC is hosting a national conference in 
Gatineau, QC from November 4 to 7 to bring 
together health professionals, administrators, 
health policy analysts and health activists from 
the GLBT community to explore ways to partner 
to better address the range of health issues 
endemic to the GLBT community. "Studies 
indicate that as many as 5,500 GLBT Canadians 
die prematurely each year in Canada because of 
the impact of homophobia," Hellquist says. 
"This is not acceptable in Canada in the year 
2004." 


The CRHC has been funded by the Primary 
Health Care Transition Fund of Health Canada to 
undertake a national initiative that will address 
the problems GLBT people confront in accessing

quality care from the health system. The 
conference, Rainbow Health 2004 - Improving 
Access To Care - Many Faces/Diverse Voices 
is an important part of the initiative which is 
funded until March 31, 2006. 


"A significant part of the problem is that health 
care professionals do not receive adequate 
education about the unique health and wellness 
issues that GLBT people face," says Hellquist. 
"While some medical and nursing colleges do 
cover some GLBT health issues, the reality is 
that the vast majority of students in medical 
and nursing colleges and schools of social 
work in this country receive no training on how 
to address the health needs of GLBT people. 
The end result is that GLBT people do not feel 
comfortable accessing the health system and 
often wait until problems become chronic." 


An important aspect of the conference will be 
highlighting the diversity of the GLBT 
community. "All too often, when the health 
care system thinks of GLBT health issues they 
focus on HIV/AIDS and white gay men," 
Hellquist says. "The reality is that more GLBT 
people die prematurely each year from suicide, 
smoking, and substance abuse than from 
AIDS. A big part of the problem is that our 
lives are not seen in a holistic perspective with 
recognition of the enormous stressors caused 
by living in a homophobic environment." 


The conference will feature a number of 
keynote speakers including Dr. Terry Tafoya, a 
Two-Spirit psychologist and story teller from 
Seattle; Bill Ryan, a professor at the McGill 
Centre for Applied Family Studies and one of 
the major researchers on GLBT health and 
homophobia in this country; Viviane Namaste, 
an assistant professor at the Simone de 
Beauvoir Institute at Concordia University 
who has conducted research and written 
extensively on transgendered health issues; 
Dave Hingsburger, an __ internationally 
renowned behavioral therapist from Ontario 
who will address sexuality issues for GLBT 
people with disabilities; and Kimberley Hope 
Johnson, an activist on HIV, addiction, home- 
lessness and youth at risk issues from Toronto. 
Other keynote speakers will be confirmed 
shortly and over 50 workshops will address the 
many health and wellness and access to care 
issues faced by GLBT people. 


"We encourage all people interested in 
working to improve the health status of GLBT 
people to attend our conference," Hellquist 
says. "Access to equitable health services is 
the most important issue of equality facing 
GLBT people. Until we 
have an equal health 
and wellness status we 
can never experience 
full citizenship in this

marriage, when sex might be deemed more appropriate by certain 
segments of society. Asexuals are not looking for, or interested in, a 
sexual relationship. 


bisexual: Someone wrote: "would you consider seeking out (real 


or fantasy) sexual relations with someone of any gender?’ - note that 
past performance has no bearing on this, as it is not a (guaranteed) 
indicator of future behaviour." Although it's not clinical, it's a great 
definition. Bisexuality is the desire, real or fantasy, for physical 
intimacy with persons of either gender. Whether these desires are acted 
upon or not, the capacity to be attracted to a male or female indicates 
an innate bisexuality. In the late '40s and early 50's Dr. Alfred Kinsey 
and his associates developed the Kinsey Scale to explain and define 
male sexual behaviour. According to this scale, only a small percentage 
of the population is completely heterosexual or homosexual, leaving 
the rest of the population assumedly bisexual.

‘re fighting for the right to marry. Why? Is it about 
istorical, religious, or legal recognition? In most of the 
world's civilizations historical and religious definitions of 
matriage maintained the marriage as the giving of a 
woman from father to husband. The father bought his daughter's 
husband by giving a dowry; the woman was chattel. Alternately, the 
future husband bought his wife by giving the woman's father money 
and riches; she was his bitch (GuruNet Encyclopedia, 2-Aug-04) . 
Women were bought and sold, like food on a supermarket shelf. We 
were simple goods, baby baring machines, designed to service our 
spouse! 


It was not just about the purchase of goods. According to GuruNet 
"...for nearly a thousand years marriage in the Western world was a 
religious contract. The Christian church undertook its 
supervision in the 9th cent., [sic] when newlywed 
couples instituted the practice of coming to the church 
door to have their union blessed by the priest. 
Eventually the church regulated marriage through canon 


law" (GuruNet Encyclopedia, f, , ' '

control and abuse of women, 
abuse imparted upon us by het- 
erosexual men. 


In our current society, legal rights and freedoms are important and must 
be sought. Similarly, social equality will be furthered through the right 
to marry. Basic rights of couples and families are denied when relation- 
ships are not legally sanctioned. In our society this requires the pursuit 
of marital relations or cohabitation to be recognized in the same way 
that they are for the heterosexual community. Social equality is 
furthered when rights and privileges afforded the heterosexual 
community are attained. Marriage is a social institution as well as a 
religious and historical institution. 


As we work toward religious, legal, and social equality we must 
demand of ourselves recognition of past injustices. If we come to treat 
our spouses as servants and property we take on the most disturbing of 
heterosexual traits...that of emotional and social dominance over 
another without consent. 


If we follow the heterosexual path to marital bliss we risk losing our 
most valued quality...the recognition that there are many colours in the 
rainbow of love and life. If we view marriage as a set of legal rights 
and routinely remind ourselves of heterosexual error we may make 
matriage a true union, even teaching heterosexuals about healthy rela- 
tionships. 


If the queer community ignores the tainted history of marriage we 
lower ourselves to a standard of ignorance that is inhumane and 
shameful. If we allow ourselves to forget or ignore the history of 
marriage are no better than heterosexuals who continue to maintain 
matriage as a union designed to control and marginalize women! 

So what do we want, a grocery store or equality? Let us not forget from 
whence they came, let us remember who we are! V

Marriage has certainly been the big issue in 2004 for the 
gay/lesbian/bi/trans community in Edmonton and across the country. The 
Federal Government, Courts and federal parties as wells as federal 
politicians have been lobbied by many of us to make marriage between 
same sex couples available. Two years ago, much time and energy was 
spent by our community getting the Provincial government to extend 
rights to same sex couples and to allow fostering by gay/lesbian 
individuals or couples. In the all of the work that took place and attention 
that was focussed on the provincial and federal governments, I find that 
most people forget about the city and its impact on the GLBT community. 


The City does play a big role! The impact of what the city does or does 
not do directly affects our day to day lives - as it does for all citizens. It 
is the city that regulates and allows businesses including bars, lounges, 
nightclubs and bathhouses that many from the LGBT community use. 
Numerous sports teams play in city leagues and all use city facilities. The 
city issues permits for parades including the Gay Pride Parade and assists 
with streets, policing and transit to ensure things run smoothly. 
Edmonton's Public Libraries with extensive materials by and for our 
community, unlike the days when such materials were under lock and key, 
are readily available to all in the general areas. As a major employer of 
nearly 10,000, City policies forbid discrimination based on sexual 
orientation in the work place and with the unions benefits have been 
extended to same sex couples and their families. 


During the current term that I have been on Council, we have initiated and 
supported a ‘hate and bias crime unit' in the police services that serves the 
GLBT community. This year Gay Pride support from the city extended to 
holding events in City Hall, raising the gay flag in city hall plaza, having 
a proclamation from the Mayor and securing six members of Council in a 
Pride Program ad! 


Participating and advocating to all 3 orders of government is extremely 
important for the GLBT community-and this October 18 I encourage all 
of you to get out and vote as I run for re-election in Ward 4. We are 
important! V

Find a teacher, administrator or school staff member who would be willing 
to serve as a supportive ally and advisor for your group. 
If possible, try to include both LGBTQ and "straight" advisors/allies in your 
GSA. After all, safe schools are everyone's responsibility! 


Speak to your school administration 
Administrators can serve as important liaison between students, teachers, 
parents, school boards and the larger community - be sure to include them 
in your planning. 
Remember, if you follow all the proper procedures, a school cannot turn 
down your request to start a GSA. 


Inform school counsellors and other school resource people about your GSA 
Remember, these individuals often know of students who might be 
interested in and benefit from your GSA - so get 
the message OUT! 

The more diverse group of adults and students 
who you can have involved in your GSA the 
better. Never underestimate where your sources 
of support might come from!

Develop a mission or vision statement 
A mission statement can help to provide a clear 
focus for your GSA. It also helps to demonstrate to teachers and administra 
tors how serious and important your GSA is to the entire school community. 
Be sure to organize your GSA's goal and value statements to include 
principles related to diversity, human rights and social justice. 
Find out what your school or districts educational priorities and goals are 
and demonstrate how your GSA helps to live them out. 


Find a safe meeting place 
Select a safe and comfortable location in your school that is relatively private. 
Create an atmosphere that accommodates all individuals and comfort levels. 
Safety and confidentiality should always be the primary concerns of your GSA.

What’s A GSA? 


A GSA (gay-straight student alliance) is a student 
run and teacher supported school-based group that 
works to create safe, caring and inclusive spaces 
for lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans-identified, two- 
spirit, queer and questioning (LGBTQ) students 
and their allies in schools.

Advertise your group 
Consider having a "poster party" to design flyers announcing your group's 
meetings. Announce your GSA in the school newspaper or during the daily 
announcements. 
If posters become defaced or torn down, don't get discouraged. Work with 
your advisor to use this opportunity as a "teachable moment" to talk about 
discrimination. 


Schedule your first meeting 
Some GSAs hold meetings on a weekly basis, others monthly. Determine 
what kind of schedule will work best for your group. 
During the first meeting, revisit the GSA's mission statement and 
brainstorm possible activities and topics of discussion for future meetings. 
Don't forget to bring snacks to your meetings. Everyone loves free food! 


Establish clear guidelines 

Work together to develop and establish a group philosophy or mini Charter 

of Rights & Freedoms that can be posted and/or read at the beginning of 

each meeting. 

Reinforce the importance of straight allies in your group and make an extra 
effort to make your GSA welcoming to trans-identified, two-spirit and 
youth of colour. 

Be clear that gossip and labels have no place in your group. 


Plan for the future 

Develop an action plan, with short and long-range goals. This plan will 
help to make your GSA an active and sustainable presence in your 
school. Work with your GSA members and advisors to plan a series of 
year long activities for your GSA. These activities might include 
watching LGBTQ themed movies from the National Film Board of 
Canada; holding joint meetings and events with other school groups; writing 
articles for the school newspaper or website; networking with local LGBTQ 
community groups; visiting your school library and suggesting potential 
LGBTQ student resources; creating bulletin board displays about LGBTQ 
history; inviting LGBTQ school alumni to come back to school and speak 
to your group; or planning activities to celebrate National Coming Out Day 
(October 11), the Day of Silence; the National Day Against Homophobia (the 
first Wednesday in June); Transgender Day of Remembrance (in November); 
and Edmonton's LGBTQ Pride Week. The possibilities are endless. Be

creative and have fun! 


I am not uneducated, nor am I an 
academic. I am just a humble pseudo- 
intellectual queer that has found more 
enlightenment in the school of life than 
any classroom has ever offered me. For 
the time being my name carries no 
academic suffix. I am not a clinician of 
any description, and I don’t claim to offer any universal truths. I have no 
respect to the naive idea that those with academic credentials have opinions 
that should somehow be held in superior regard. When reading anything 
consider the source, and continually question. 


There is nothing more important than an educated mind. Education is 
power! Conversely, power without education is a dangerous thing. 
Ignorance after all is really just a fear of the unknown. We need not look 
any further than our own premier to witness the grotesque reality of this. 
What really constitutes education however? There are book smarts, and 
street smarts. There are those that have one and not the other. And then 
there are the people I run away from screaming, because something has 
gone terribly wrong and they have neither. 


From the time we are very young many of us are filled with exaggerated 
threatening notions about how failing to get the top grade will amount to 
flipping burgers for the rest of your life. I bought into this idea for a very 
long time. In high school I was your typical over-achiever. In hindsight, I 
am not sure what I was aiming to achieve. Was it the grades I really wanted, 
or was it the elusive seat in the club of the blue collar workers? I think the 
real answer is neither. You see while I value the critical thinking skills I 
gained in school I do not think the education system as a whole offers many 
options for the student that is marginalized in any capacity. I think it’s great 
that I managed to survive high school and college thus far, but surviving is 
not good enough. Settling for tolerance is not good enough. The silence is 
deafening! I believe that as queers we deserve acceptance. The classroom 
should be one of our safe places in our sometimes chaotic world. 


Iam and always have been subversive to the system. But as a student I grew 
more and more silenced as all the stories and historical "facts" I learned 
carried more biases than truths. Where were the accounts of LGBT 
historical figures in the school curriculum? The answer is nowhere. And by 
college I quite frankly grew weary of being the token out queer. I was 
continually having to speak up against administration and explain why 
policies and procedures were discriminatory. And while many of my peers 
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gay and straight alike agreed with me, nobody 
wanted to touch the controversy. They simply 
thanked me for saying what they couldn’t. The 
struggle for acceptance was wasting more of my 
energy than actually dealing with my studies. 
There is a grave injustice in that. 


We need more people in places of privilege stepping forth and shattering 
the discriminatory way the school system has historically dealt with LGBT 
issues. The youth are getting more and more empowered, but it is not fair 
to expect them to invoke systemic change on their own. This years recipient 
of the Sheryl McInnis award, Kris Wells, has been a pioneer in educating 
our educators. Kris also finds the silence deafening, and lucky for all of 
Alberta’s queer youth he has used his intellect, credentials, and passion to 
invoke massive social change. As a doctoral student in the department of 
educational policy at the U of A he is continually opening people’s minds 
and hearts. You need not look any further than the ATA (Alberta Teacher’s 
Association) website: http://www.teachers.ab.ca to witness the impact Kris 
has left in our supposed redneck province. He is one of the major contrib- 
utors the beautifully done section on diversity and human rights on the site. 
It is well worth a look. 


According to a 1999 adolescent health survey out of British Columbia, 
46% of Gay and Lesbian youth have attempted suicide at least once. (ATA 
website) I don’t like to dwell on the negatives, but this is a reality. Queer 
youth ARE a high risk group. The best harm reduction strategy is to give 
LGBT youth as many safe spaces as possible. We are all entitled to, and up 
to a certain point even expected to have an education. If queer students are 
not safe at school then there are not getting an equal opportunity for 
education. Give them the space to grow and they will become the leaders 
of tomorrow instead of another devastating statistic. 


Some of the most amazing people I know are the young and out queers of 
Edmonton’s schools. They are growing not only in numbers, but also in 
enlightenment. They are increasingly cognizant of the fact that they 
deserve rights. They are forming gay straight alliances, and paving the way 
for those to follow. However, there is great danger in thinking that the work 
is done, and the kids of today have it made. I find a melancholy truth to Ani 
DiFranco’s lyric "the best minds of my generation can’t make bail." The 
suffering is immense when diversity is not embraced! Personally I think the 
best minds of my generation are queer, and I as long as we keep believing 
in ourselves nothing can stop us now! V

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CHARTER 


There are a couple questions I would like to 
address in this month's 'Queer View Mirror.' 
The first I get asked all the time when I ~ 
vocalize my opposition to same-sex 
matriage. It goes like this: even though you ~~ 
don't want to get married, shouldn't other 
homos have that option? It's a fair question, ~~ 
but it dangerously oversimplifies the issue. 


The second question was recently posed by a ~~ 
friend after a couple beers. Okay, we hadn't — 
actually had any beers yet, we're just political 
geeks. Anyway, my buddy looked me straight in the eye and had the 
gall to ask: 'Do you think the Charter of Rights and Freedoms has 
created an essentially individual based discourse that has either 
reduced or eliminated the potential for real gains in collective rights? 


Well, obviously! 


In fact, I think the relationship between the Charter 
and the Igbt communities has had a dangerous 
impact on how we view ourselves as a political 
group, and even as a group that must still deal with 
homophobic employers, educators and cops. 


Here's the thing. In 1998, the Supreme Court 
decided that sexual orientation should be read into 
Alberta's human rights legislation. The Charter had 
been used to pry some civil rights out of the Tory 
government's clammy hands and as a community 
we haven't looked back. Use of the Charter quickly 
became the lgbt communities' favorite political tool. 
Forget rallies, forget meeting with politicians. We 
suddenly cast aside organizing committees and 
community responses in favor of hard working 
lawyers who could show concrete successes. 


The problem, though, is two-fold. Firstly, we've given up community 
responsibility. We no longer have to put in the long hours of stuffing 
envelopes and organizing meetings. We can let the lawyers do it, 
because they're getting paid anyway. In a sense, we've abdicated our 
responsibility to articulate our own politics and 
respond to attacks on our community as a 
community. 


Secondly, by relying on the Charter we only set 
goals for our community that can only be remedied 
through legal changes. We have set marriage and 
relationship rights as the benchmark for freedom. 
This means we ignore a whole swack of issues that 
require more than a successful legal challenge to 
remedy. AIDS, the disproportionate numbers of 
queer youth on the street, international solidarity 
work (it's a crime to even BE homosexual in 
Jamaica), addictions, spousal violence, discrimina- 
tion against trans people, and vapid cultural repre- 
sentations are all having negative effects on us as a 
group. The Charter can't help there. In fact, 
because the ‘gay and lesbian community' has 
decided to give tunnel-vision focus to the marriage 
issue, these other problems get knocked off the 
agenda. So, no, I don't think I should sit quietly and 
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let other queers choose marriage and imagine that it 
~e»| has no impact on me. 

~| Let me illustrate with a couple of examples. Before 
Charter challenges became the norm and, arguably, 
before AIDS hit the scene, the dominant political 
ethic among gay men focused on sexual liberation; 
fags believed they had the right do whatever they 
| wanted sexually, as long as it was consensual. 
Combine this with the need for discretion in the face 
=| of rampant discrimination, and the result was a 
network of bathhouses, adult theatres and peep 
shows. These served as important locations of 
community organization and socialization. 


When 200 cops raided baths in Toronto in 1981, the response was a 3,500 
person march down one of the busiest streets in Canada and a sustained 
push to restrict police harassment of queers. 


In 1999 when cops shut down the Bijou in Toronto about 10 protestors 
marched through the ghetto. 


In 2002, when cops raided Goliath's baths in Calgary, a handful of activists 
showed up to protest. It barely caught the attention of queer media in 
Alberta and certainly hasn't mobilized us as a community. 


On August 3 of this year Hamilton police introduced a new method of 
cracking down on gay sex. The city sent in it's ‘Multi-Agency Task Force’, 
a lazy and shot-gun style of policing. Basically health inspectors, fire 
wardens, and a vagary of by-law enforcement officers are given cart- 
blanche to descend on a business and ticket anything that moves. Cops are 
conveniently sent along to ‘protect’ the by-law officers. This allows the 
police to enter without a warrant and instead of handing out tickets they 
start making arrests. This policing method is tailor made for targeting 
‘problem’ businesses such as crack houses and gay erotic spaces. 


These raids are clearly intended to keep queers 'in our place’ and reinforce 
social condemnation of our sexuality. If the courts won't do it, the cops 
will, and their tactics are immune to Charter challenges. 


So before queers rush down the aisle to consummate our love affair with 
the Charter, let's think about all the options and opportunities we lose in 
making this commitment. \V

Initially if lead singer Robert Smith had his way, The 

Cure would have been disbanded after 1999's 

Bloodflowers. But after a four year hiatus, he's brought 

the band back into the spotlight. Not only that, this new self-titled offering 
makes perfect timing for the band to resurface. Every Cure album has been 
an evolution in their sound, and Smith has pefectly crafted the next leap. 
"Anniversary" and "Us Or Them" are very reminiscent of the initial Cure 
sound, while "(I Don't Know What's Going) On" and "Taking Off" are just a 
few of the sheer examples how this album sounds depressingly happy... too 
happy.
